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A network equipment management system, 
comprising a plurality of network equipments, a 
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management computer. When the management computer 
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sends a managing packet to the management agent, 
the management agent change the address 
information contained in the managing packet to 
generate an agential managing packet, and sends 
the agential managing packet to a first network 
equipment of the network equipments. Whet the 
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to the management agent, the management agent 
change the address information contained in the 
replying packet to generate an agential replying 
packet, and sends the agential replying packet to 
the management computer. 
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
